Tenements 


® Eleven families barely escaped with their 
lives yesterday when two old-law tenements, 
at 199-201 Avenue C, collapsed. 
The cause of this disaster is bound up 
in these facts: first, the houses were 70 
to 80 years old; secondly, neither of them 
fully complied with the multiple dwelling 
law (in one house there were 7 Holations 
of the law); repeated warnings of the im- 
pending disaster were given to the land- 
lord by the tenants to no avail. 

The landlords promised to comply with 
the law, but they didn’t. And the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Building didn’t check 
up to see whether they did. The same story 
could be told about every other dangerous 
slum area in the city—particularly Harlem. 
And the same thing might happen—with 
even more tragic results. 

The health and safety of the people of 
New York demand these two immediate 
necessities at least: 


1. Full and immediate enforcement 
of the city’s multiple dwelling house law. 

2. Action on the large scale housing 
program put forward by Mayor LaGuardia 
and the American Labor Party and pro- 
gressive City Councilmen. This can be 
done by adopting the East Side re-zoning 
plan advanced yesterday by the City Plan- 
ning Commission. (The plan covers the 
area in which these houses collapsed.) And 
that means—

When Will the Post 
Tell the Facts? 


© When is the New York Post going to ex- 
plain to its readers what made it suddenly 
jerk out of its editorial columns on Monday 
that cheap little snipe at the Soviet Arctic 
scientists who were rescued from the ice 
floe? 

In the 11 o'clock edition, the N. V. Post 
indulged itself in another vile anti-Soviet 
peace of vulgarity. 

In the next edition, a miracle had hap- 
pened— the editorial had been jerked out! An 
unprecedented journalistic procedure! What 
pressure, what protests, what complaints 
from its readers caused the Post to beat a 
panicky retreat in two hours? 

And where are the hundreds of letters 
which flooded the Post in bitter protest 
against their now infamous Stalin un- 
masked” shriek? 
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Hiram Johnson, the cynical Republican 
Senator from California, has let the isola- 
tionist cat out of the bag. 

The real meaning of isolationism in the 
United States is approval of the policy of 
the Tory encouragers of fascism as well as 
of the war-provoking totalitarian dictators 
themselves. 

Senator Johnson wants the American peo- 
ple to believe that Mr. Neville Chamberlain, 
British Premier, has the final and conclusive 
say over what the British people will do. To 
the Senator from California the majority of 
the British people simply don’t exist. The 
fact that the British Labor Party issued a 
scathing manifesto denouncing the Tory be- 
trayal of the peace struggle of the Britigh 
people, didn’t register with the Senator. He 
preferred to ignore the fact that Anthony 
Eden and Winston Churchill are carrying the 
fight against Chamberlain into the most reac- 
tionary lairs of the Conservative Party. Even 
the biting speeches of that popular figure, 
Lloyd George, rallying the liberals against 
Tory treachery, seem not to have come within 
the perview of the Senator’s isolationist out- 
look on foreign affairs. 

The fact of the matter is, never were the 
opportunities brighter for advance of the 
struggle for collective action for peace, now 
that the Tory intrigues are out in the open, 


and the overwhelming majority of the Brit- 
ish people who favor collaboration for peace 
have taken up the cudgels against the Tory 
agents of fascism. 
The real reason the Tory American Sen- 
ator and his allies do not want the United 
tates to take part in collective security for 
peace is because they fear it will spoil the 
Tory and the fascist game. The Senator said 
as much in the following words: 


J don’t blame Mr. Chamberlain for 
acting as he has upon information doubt- 
less he possesses... . No one can blame 
him. I hope no one will blame those who, 
thinking in terms of America, and with 
this classic example before us, think of the 
United States alone.” 


Clearly, then, in the opinion of Mr. John- 
son himself his “isolationist” stand becomes 
approval of and assistance to the fascist-sup- 
porting Tories, a stand which will not bring 
peace or security to the United States but 
can only speed the war plans of the fascists 
which would engulf this country. 

The anti-Tory upsurge in Britain has in- 
creased the opportunities for collective ac- 
tion, and Senator Johnson has again proved 
that isolationism in this country is in the 
interest of the friends of fascism and the 
fascist war plans.

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Facts Concerning 
‘Zola,’ Hollywood's 
Best Film of the Year 


by MIKE GOLD 


ERE is hope for American democracy when its pres- 
sure is strong enough, as it has been in the past few 
years, to affect even the dull, reactionary Hollywood mer- 
chants. They have been producing, instead of their former 
red-baiting drivel, a series of progressive films. The coun- 
try has been pleased. Progressivism, and not fascism, 
pays in the picture industry these days, evidently. 
Let us be thankful. Let us judge these progressive 
‘films in relation to the American scene, and not from any 


standard of abstract political or esthetic perfection. This 
is where we are in 1938 America. 

Just the same, even though I agree with the contestants in David 
Platt’s movie steeplechase, recently concluded, that “Zola” was the 
dest film of the year, may I remark that I also thought it a highly 
inadequate film? Compare it to such Soviet biographical films as 
„peter the Great.” “Chapayev,” or “Baltic Deputy,” and the hole in 
the Hollywood doughnut is obvious even to the fleriest optimist. 

The Soviet films smack of life, even though they deal with the 
past. Life herself, unmanicured, unmarcelied unenameled: the 
crude and lusty old creature, and not a Follies blonde. There is 
thing fatal in the touch of Hollywood, a veritable kiss of death. 
the film “Zola” alive? No, he is Paul Muni. This film, 
conventional love story, without the usual story-gags, is a 
Hollywood, in that it revolves around an intellectual conflict, 
isn’t Zola, I insist, as Chapayev is truly the fascinating guerrilla 
tain himself.
